The Potato Bug (Beetle) tn 
Canada, 


so, Opinions as to what ia most 


For some time past we have read accounts 
at intervals of the ravages of this insect 
among the! potato crop of the Western 
States, and of its progress eastward. It 
now appears to have established itself on 
the south-western borders of’ Ontario, and 
in all probability will pay the flelds of 
Hastings its unwelcomo visit. Of all the 
agencles which destroy the crops and 
blight the prospects of the farmer, the most 
mysterious and the most irremediable are 
these insect visitations. The seed is plant- 
ed under the most favorable auspices, the 
plant springs up and flourishes, and gives 
promise of an abundant harvest to reward 
the toil of the husbandman ; when suddenly 
the hosts of the destroyer come, and his 
fields are reduced to barrenness, and his 
hopes to despair. 

This appeara very mysterious to those 
unacquainted with the history of these 
insect pests,though thereis nothing more 
simple when rightly understood. The insects 
are not always specially created for the 
purpose of a scourge, as some would have 
us believe, nor are they in general confined 
to one locality for their origin; they exist 
in small numbers over a large tract) of

Unless we have read the desoription 
wrong, the insect in question is not a 
stranger inthis district, as we have before 
us specimens of the samo, or at any rate of 
aclosely allied species, which were cap- 
tured in the County of Prince Edward some 
ten years ago, and others which have since 
been taken in the towu of Belleville, It is 
nota “bug” atall, except as most insects 
are called by the name of “ bug” iu our 
vernacular. It is a beetle, or insect of the 
order of the Coleoptera, or sheath-wingod 
kind, haying a hard, horny shell, in two 
longitudinal sections on the back, beneath 
which the true wings, which are long, 
delicate, and transparent, are folded when at 
rest, and from under which they are ex- 
panded for flight. It belongs to the family 
ofthe Chrysomelidw, so named trom the 
splendid coloring of some of the species, 
tho name being compounded of two Greek 
words, signifying ‘gold and black,” but 
which comprises the dreaded Turnip-fly, the 
Asparugus beetle, and two or three others, 
which, when they become numerous, are 
very destructive tothe plants upon which

stand that Sir John A. Macdonald considers 
the time for doing so has not arrived. 

“The result of the labours of the Joint 
High Commissioners, although ratified by 
the Government of the United States, has 
not yet received the sanction of Her Majesty. 
Tho treaty will be laid before her by Earl de 
Grey on his arrivalin England, and until it 
is ratified the functions of the Commission 
still continue to exist. Until the treaty is 
disposed of, it would be obviously improper 
for any of Her Majesty's Commissionurs to 
enter into any public discussion of the nego~ 
tations at Washington, or their result. 

“We may confidently expect that the 
treaty will be ratified and discussed in the 
Imperial Parliament, Lord de Grey and Sir 
Stafford Northcote, in their respective houses 
will then have an opportunity of justifying 
the tresty from the Imperial point of view, 

* With the ratification of the treaty the 
powers and duties of the Commissioners will 
cease, and our Premier can then, without 
impropriety, make such explanations as he 
may deem necessary. 

‘ Meanwhile, the people of Canada may rest 
satiefied with the assurance that the reserva- 
von of the Fishery articles for the approba- 
tion of our Legislature is not a mere formal 
ong, and that it is quite open to the Parlia- 
ment of the Dominion to deal with those 
articles in such a manner as it thinks is most 
likely to be advantageous to the people of this 
country, Neither the Government of Canaad 
asa whole, nor Ssr John Macdonald aa the 
Sirst Minister, are committed to the treaty, and 
they have taken care to reserve to themseloes 
the right of the most complete freedom of action 
in the matter.”

Bopy? 


‘I am poor,’ wrote Horace Greeley to « 


Western friend last month, ‘ but it is my 
own fault, because I endorse other folks’ 
notes. One was brought to me to-day for 
$5,000, which. must find a way to pay 


within a few days. Ihave tooled away at 
least one hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars tryiog to help others, und it has done 
no good. NowlI guess my foot is down, I 
will not endorse another note, So you see 
the stables all get locked after the horses 
are stolen.’ Mr, Greeley’s experience ag 
thus related are: certainly anything but 
agreeable; but they are no worse than other 
generously disposed men are constantly 
incurring. Who is there who cannot call 
off on his flogers’ ends, friend after friend, 
financially crippled, at one time or another, 
by endorsing other folks’ paper? Mankind 
has been, unjustly perhaps, divided into 


those who are trying to get it away from 
them, We would by no means classify 
endorser seekers among the latter, And 
yet it is too true that many of them trade 
upon friendship, and take advantage of the 


upon friends. The instances are not un— 
common ofindividualspersuading acquaint — 
ances to become their backers, atatime 
when ‘they are perfectly well aware that 
their affairs are in such a precarious condi- 
tion, as to hazard the fortunes of both.— 
The person who does this is nothing, if not 
(dishonest. He is. if anything, worse than 
the professional pilferer, for he makes way 
with his neighbor’s purse onder the guise 
ot friendship. We allude to the individual 


with the hope of saving himself, . 


It is hard to resist the importunities of a 
friend, one in whose honor and integrity 
we place implicit confidence, but it 1s a 
still barder task to regain savings which 
may be lost by yielding, It is an easy 
matter to write one’s name across the back — 
of wnother’s note but just such strokes of — 
the pen have consigned thousands from 
competence to poverty, compelling them 
to again begin at the foot of life's ladder 
after struggling through long years to the — 
top. Nine times we may sately endorse, — 
but on the tenth occasion, be caught and — 
brought under the sheriff's hammer, 4 
It 18 therefore a good plan for persons 
beginning the world, to resolve to rarely 
place themselves in other people’s power 
as endorsers. But some one may argue, 
life is nothing without friends, and they are 
made and retained only by conferring those 
favors, good turns, and kind offices which 


lutions. To this we would reply, that 
no friendship is worth haying; which will 
not stand the test of a refusal to blindly 
endorse, Ten to one, the friend who cuts 
loose from you on such grounds, is a good 
riddance. You are to be congratulated that 
you have separated from him, before he 
separated you from your bocket-book. 


Dean Swift’s maxim that ‘we must carry 
money in the head, not in the heart,’ 
applies to just such occasions as these, when 
one is asked to risk his own pecuniary 
welfare for that ofa friend. Not that wo

There is no reason why a 
special session should beheld to consider 
the Washington Treaty. That Treaty, so 
fur as it relates to purely Canadian interests, 
will not have effect until the Dominion 
Parliament ratifies it, and it cannot make 
the slightest difference to Canada whether 
Parliament takes active measures upon it 
to-morrow, or eight months hence, There 
is some reason, howeyer, in delay. The 
English Parliament is to consider the 
Treaty, and we will have the benefit of its 
discussion. Meanwhile the question inall its 
bearings can be discussed by the Canadian 
people, and their representatives in Parlia~ 
ment will be better able to give an intelli- 
gent decision upon the question. The 
Grits, however, have an idea that some 
political capital can be made out of an 
immediate session, and if they could bring 
any grist to their mill, would just as soon 
squander half a million as not.

The Archbishopric of Paris. 


The Archbishopric of Paris 1s undoubted- 
ly a seat of honor; but history proves it no 
less certainly to be a scat of dangere Within 
the past eighty years four Archbishops have 
suffered violent deaths and others have 
nariowly escaped, and taken refuge in 
foreign countnes, In 1798 Archbishop de 
Juigne was guillotined, Jean Siffrein Maury, 
who 1n 1789 took part with the Noblesse 
and the Gallican church against Mirabeau, 
had to fly Fae where he was madefa 
Cardinal, and returned to France in 1806, 
and in 1510 was made Archbishop ; but on 
the fall of the Empire he had again to seek 
salety in flight, In 1830 the palace of 
Monseigneur de Queten was sacked and 
destroyed, In June 1848, Denis Augustus 
Affre, a professor of the Seminary of St. 
Sulpice, while addressing the combatants on 
the barricade inthe Place de Bastile, with 
a branch of green leaves in his han, was 
shot, whether accidentally or by design 
never transpired and died the 7th Jane, the 
day after receiying the wound. Monsvigneur 
Sibour was assassinated in 1857, and now 
Monseigneur Darboy 1s added to the black 
list of murdered and unfortunate archbishops 
ot Paris, 


The French Government, exercising a 
right confirmed to it by the Concordat,have 
named Felix Antoine Philippe Dupanloup 
as the future Archbishop of Pairs, This 
divine has attained considerable eminence 
as a writer and an orator, and particularly 
distinguished himself during the contro- 
yersy about the doctrine of infallibility. 
The position he took upon this question 
will no doubt render bis elevation an an- 
noyance to the authorities at Rome, who, it 
is suid, may refuse to confirm the appoint- 
ment. It is hardly probable, however, the 
Pope will refuse to carry out the wishes of 
the French Government, for he can ill af 

ford to lose the good will of any of his tem- 
poral allies at the present juncture of affairs. 
Bisbop Dupanloup went through his cler- 
ical and theological etudies at the College 
of St. Sulpice in 1825, and ho is now 69 


years of age.

Yesterday morning the weather was in 
tenscly hot, the thermometer marking 95° 
in the shade, ond then heavy masses of 
black clouds commencéd to gather in the 
west. By io’clock p.m. the storm burst 
in all its fury, the wind blowing a burri- 
cane, tearing up treca by the roots, prostras 
ting fences, graperies and outhouses. Hail 
followed almost immediately, and such » 
hailstorm was bever witnessed there before, 
Chickens and birds were killed by the hail, 
nnd wiodow ginsses exposed to the storm 
were smashed into atoms. For hat an bour 
or more there was a continual blaze of elec- 
tricity, An engineer oa the Rondout and 
Oswego railroad, while runing bis train 
through the storm, distinctly observed a 
ball of electric fire run abead of his engiue 
Over the rails. 

Ta the new school house in District No. 
7, Rondout, where about 500 children were 
cougregated, a scene occurred which came 
near resulting disastrously. The lightoing 
struck the building, and following the 
steam pipe used for heating it ran into the 
cellar and then into the ground, Nearly 
every child in the room was affected 
and for an instant seemed paralyzed ; but 
recovering, they filled the air with piercing 
shrieks, and rushing hastily towards their 
teachers, huddled about them in groups, 
Many fainted away, creating a still greater 
panic. The teachers, however, acted with 
great presence of mind, thus undoubtedly 
preventing a calamity. one of the 
children were injured. In the vicinity of 
the school house several large trees were 
split by the lightning, Mrs. W.O? Moore's 
residence was struck, aod several members 
of the family and a servant were stunned. 
Several members of P. A. Canfield’s family 
were made temporarily unconscious, A 
tree under which three horses were stand= 
» | ing wasstruck by the fluid and the horses 
"| instantly killed. In‘another place six head 
of cattle were killed by one stroke of 
lightning, and when found they were lying 
in a circle with no marks upon then,

Toronto, June 8, 1871. 

The Synod met at 12 noon, and the roll 
being called, and ministers and thirty-six 
elders anawered to their names. 

Mr, Robert Laing, asked permission to 
enter the Divinity Hall in connection with 
this church asa third year student in Divini- 
ty, in consideration of his having attended 
for one session the theological classes of the 
ministry of Edinburg, and for another ses— 
sion the Canada Presbyterian College in 
Montreal, which was submitted toa com- 
mittee for their consideration. 


Mr. M. D. Gordon, one of the delegates 
appointed to attend the meeting of the 
Synod of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 
said he was sorry that he was unable to 
give a written report of the meeting, as he 
had been unable to reach there until to~ 
wards its close, but he bad been enabled 
from what he had seen during his brief stay, 
tojudge of the merits of the meeting by the 
admirable spirit and zeal which seemed to 
charactenze it, and he had met with 4 cor- 
dial reception by the meeting. 


AFTERNOON SESSION.

amounted to $4,368 03, a sum less by 
3936 42 than the aggregate of the appor— 
| tonments made by the Synod in June last. 

From thegpoeral statements of receipts 
herewith appended, it appears that fifteen 
congregations made no remittances to the 
fund during the first half year, and that 
several congregations contributed less than 
was expected of them, while a few others 
forwarded their contributions too late to 
be available for the December payments, 

The number of Ministers to be paid from 
the Sustentation Fund on the 80th June 
noxt, is 42, and the sum required $4,200, 
over and above the expenses of manage~ 
ment,

The PRESIDENT rose to make his opening 
address,which was as follows : The occasion 
which bas gathered us together to-night is 
an occasion of unusual solemnity and im- 
portance, and I trust we shall ali enter up- 
on the exercises in which we are about to 
engage with faith in God's promised bless- 
ing, which will come to all of us if our 
hearts are ready for the reception of what 
He willconfer, It is no exaggeration to say 
that the destinies of the Church—nay, 
perhaps, those of the country—are depend- 
ant upon a faithful Ministry—Ministers of 
God's word—Ministers of Christ’s own 
anointing—Ministers baptized with His 
spirit and acting in the frame of His inspir- 
ation—safeguards of nations! peace— 
elevators of national morality—cultivators 
of everything that is of good reportin social 
life, a3 well as heavenly ambassadors charg- 
ed with the message of conciliation to guilty 
man—regarded by lost mankind as was 
the shadow of Peter passing by. The life 
to which they devote themselves cannot be 
regarded as inferior jn its aims. It is the 
came that brought the Son of God trom 
heaven to snatch man as a brand from eter. 
nal burning. A dead Ministry would have 
8 dead people to preach to before the lapse 
of along time. Corpses cannot animate 
corpses, It isnecessary, therefore, that you 
and the people should have the best possible 
mean to work, in this great cause. You 
have an interest—very special—very inti- 
mate—in the exercises of this evening. 
The men whom we present are men recom- 
mended by their Districts, and on entering 
tbe candidacy for the holy Ministry, have 
undergone examinations as to their sound~ 
ness in the faith, satisfied us that they will 
bot preach «livers and strange doctrines,that 
the blasts from the clarion trumpets they 
blow will awake their people andthemselyes 
to arm for the battle, to take up the cross of 
Christ—thatthe truth which they are com- 
miseioned to proclaim they have first ex- 
perienced themselves. We cannot afford to 
mias the relation of these expertences—they 
will recall reminiscences of the 
foundation of our own spiritual life. 
We present these men to you that they may 
show that they bave been without doubtin 
penitence themselves, and are now rejoicing 
in the belief of Gospel truth. Pray for them, 
my brethren in the Ministry, pray for them 
that they may give to us the reason of the 
hope that is them.

that the Church in carly periods of history, 


Was SO prosperous, every member being o 
minister. There was no extraordinary call to 
the christian ministry; but the great head of 
the Church resumed the prerogative of calling 
his chosen ones to the work designated. In 
the second place referred to the testimony 
adduced in tho recital of the experience of 
these young men about to be consecrated to 
the work of the Christian Ministry. There 
was another consideration which gaye him 


pleasure in moving the resolution—that the 
several candidates had the necessary qualifica- 
tions for the work for which they were set 
apart. It is said that the qualifications for 
the ministry are three, viz., tural, Educa 
tional and Spiritual requirements, — all 
of which the newly consecrated ministers pos- 


sessed in an eminent degree. It is alleged 
that no man, without natural ability can at] 
tain to be a successful minister, except, as 
stated by a well-known writer, by miracle; be- 
sides, as a body, they were not 80 proficiently 
educated compared with’ students of law 
and medicine. It is true education in a 
great measure cultivates talent, but, it is

ditable to say, that the ablest and. most 
eloquent divines have risen from lowly situa- 
tions. From the experience as related by a 
person that evening seeking admission to the 
ministry, they had a tale of the strength of 
natural talent. In reply to the amount of 
responsibility which devolved upon. him, and 
yet how he could find time to become master 
of several of the dead as well as living lan- 
guages, a celebrated Rev'd gentleman said: 
“by studying every moment to spare,’’ there- 
by following up John Wesley's golden 
rule, to “gather up every fragment.” Mr. 
Pollard concluded a powerful address, of 
which this is only a synopsis, by invoking’ the 
co-operation of the followers of the meek and 


dinner. There was no power in his heart 
that did not flow from the cross, Heshould 
be afraid and disappointed it called upon 
to die, as he wished his work of saving 
sinners to continue through s long life.

The next candidate was 


Tuomas Jackson, who sald that he had 
nothing special to mention as having 
marked his religious experience; he was 
brought at an early age—13 years—to 
connection with the Wesleyan Church. 
Two or three years after entering the 
Minetry he was subjected to strong temp- 
tations, and frequently doubted the truth 
of the Bible, but through the Divine Spirit 
he was brought to know that religion was 
not solely a system of emotion, He thought- 
fully considered the question, and finally 
came to believe that all these christians, 
these ministers, who preached Christ ancl 
His Kingdom, could not be deluded. 
During the latter years of hia connectiva 
with the Christian Ministry he was firmly 
impressed with the conviction that he was 
a child of God. He could not point to 
the definite time when it pleased God to 
call him to this blessed work ; but he re- 
membered that be received the first im- 
pulse to action inthe delivery of an ex- 
hortation from the precious Gospel by a 
Wesleyan Methodist Mirsster, Being pre- 
vailed upon to devote his whole soul and 
time in the advocacy of Scriptural truths, 
he entered upon this work, first obtaining 
the pe-suasion and sanction of his employ- 
ers. He thankfully acknowledged the 
exertions of many Christian friends in 
aiding him to more successfully prosecute 
the labor of love, and his earnest prayer 
was that he might be enabled to continue 
with greater zeal in humbleness and 
simplicity for the sake of Jesus. 

John Wilson felt happy to express his 
thankfulness for appearing as he did—an ap- 
slicant for consecration and ordination.— 
When a boy ot 10 years, he in company 
with a number of others, received the first 
impressions of christianity in the neighboring 
Town of Cobourg, and, literally speaking, his 
experience thus far differed [ittle from the 
gentlemen who preceded him. For a few 
months he wandered from the Almighty Fa- 
ther, but with a strong conviction of sin 
weighing on his conscience, he was gradually 
induced to serve and fear God. Advancing 
more cautiously step by step, he approached 
the Saviour, and now, with a fervent penitent 
heart, he deemedit a duty to place his services 
at the disposal of the heavenly Master—to 
assist in the glorious redemption of lost un- 
worthy sinners. 

Richard W. Woodsworth, also delivered 
an interesting address, but, in substance, it 
was a rehearsal of other candidates’ remarks. 
He was early instructed in religious 
matters, by a pious mother, but although 
silent death removed hor from bis youthful 
presence, her teachings kindled from a feeble 
spark to an unquenchable flame, the result of 
which was tho ultimate conversion not only 
of himself, but the whole household. 

The President stated that time would not 
permit of their proceeding further with this 
part of the services; but there was ono pre 
sent, who he thought would be patiently hearc 
—one who, since the opening of Conference, 
had consented to go as missionary to the far 
west, British Columbia. 


Joseph Hall came forward, and after desir 
ing to express his gratitude to God for his 
satisfactory acceptance to the ministry, he 
said ho felt rejoiced that the light of God was. 


shed abroadin his heart; that through Christ 
they had redemption and forgiveness of sins ; 
and that the blood of Jesua cloanseth from 
all iniquity. From his earliest recollections 
ho was the subject of much religious training ; 


however, for years ho resisted convictions 
arising therefrom, and his hours by day and 
by night were attended with appre sions of 
his guilt and unworthiness, In the month of 
October 1861—10 yoars sinco,—his convio 


tions roso higher and higher, until at length 
he was constrained to yield to the influences 
of the holy spirit. A sermon ee hed from 
the toxt “Prepare to moct thy God,’’ dis 
pellod all doubtfulness ; ho could no longer 


treat the divine commands with impunity, and 
throwing off that restraint which previ 
ously characterized his actions, he determin 
od to discharge those duties pertaining to his 
office, faithfully and to the utmost of his 
ability. Ho signified his intention of giving 
himself to God ; at a subsoquont class-mooting 
which he regularly attended, ho was groatly 
encouraged, and embarked upon the apparent 
hazardous oxpedition, occasionally encounter 
ing difficulties, so voxing aa to almost causo 
him to abandon the adventure; ho was sorely 
tompted and shaken in confidence, hut by the 
oidanc 0 of the omnipotent hand surmounted 
every obstruction. Ho could now pleasantly 
recount tho incidents of tho past year; he 
could gladly obsorve that oach succeeding 


lowly Jesus, in this blessed work for the sal: 
vation of sinners and the sanctification of 
believers. 

The Rev'd Dr. S. D. Rice, seconded the 
the motion in a lengthy speech, which space 
obliges us to omit.

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said he was looking ou Monday evening upon 
the assembly of Ministers of Christ, connect- 
ed with this Conference, as they bowed with 
one accord at the Sacramentalitable, and he 
said to himself, if we allconld comprehend 
that obsorvance they would certainly be 
melted down with gratitude to God. Oh, 
would it were so! then our presence in 
Lord would be exceedingly: delightful. 


young men, that, inthe ‘dark foture, when 
tho voices of himself and! venerable brothers, 
shall be heard’‘no more in gentle admonition, 
they may stand bravely on the walls of Zion, 
standard bearers for the cause of Christ. 


The resolution was submitted to the appro- 
yal of the vast assemblage, and unanimously 
adopted. 

The President then addressed them, b 
saying that they had been admitted into fu 
connection with the Christian Church, to la- 
bor for the°Lord. On Sabbath next they 
would bo solemnly ordained by the imposition 
of hands. It should be a solemn moment to 
them all; a moment of deep humiliation, and 
at the same time a moment of congratulation 
that it is aly the inaugural of the salvation 
of many souls of evil men. He went on to 
briefly refer to the qualifications and work ex- 
pected from persons in thoir position, but. re- 
marked that after having spent four years iu 
probation, they could not be othérwise than 
acquainted with*the attention and onerous 
duties required at their hands. He did not 
intend to speak at length to them on that oc- 
casion, but there were one or two suggestions, 
which he wished to inipress upon their minds, 
to act beneficially or as a guide hereafter,— 
That they must be low belore God, if lifted 
up in the estimation of men; to be humble in 
his sight, and in acknowledgment of our feeble: 
ness and our nothingness, without his all 
powerful influence. He must humble himself 
at the feet of Jesus in order to seek and find 
means to enlighten sinners, Thero wete'cor- 
tain times and occasions destined to convey 
to Ministers the terrible majesty and supre- 
macy of the law; but such knowledge is not 
intended to be used ins terrifying manner, 
but for the promulgation of the law of the 
Master in a proper senso. If they adequately 
knew the danger to which sinners were ex- 
posed, of which many were little aware, they 
could not but strive or over-exert themselves 
in behalf of the fallen, The drowning man 
rescued from a watery grave alone knows the 
perils of the breakers. It isa mere repetition 
of the fable—that the wilder aud fiercer the 
hurricane beats against tho chilled traveller, 
the tight he folds his cloak around his 
shivering form, whilo the sun, rising in 
brilliant majosty, overcomes and unwraps him 
with the peiality of its rays. So with the 
prodigal; if by kindly preaching they can 
conyince, or manifest their love, such labours 
will be rewarded, ayo, tenfold. He sympa- 
thised with the sentiment of brother Eby,— 
having now arrived ata stage of usefulness, 
he hoped he might long bo spared to labour 
in that field,—and prayed that he might real- 
ise those wishes aol auticipations; he wanted 
him long to live to preach God's word. He 
(Mr. Punshon) would rather live to proach as 


yot, than tosing the song of the Lamb in hea- 
ven, Yes, he wanted him to live to reatare 
to righteousness the guilty soul—to bring him- 
self to feel the vast importance of this work 
throughout the world, Oh, live and preach 


thd word! and make éf yet live. Not to con- 
tinually shoot the arrows of trath over the 
heads or under tho feet, but directly through 


the rebellious hearts of the King's enemios. 
And while performing their labours in the on- 
pacity of Pastors, he counsellod them to be- 
ware of the outburste of human applause; not 
to listen to flattery, and to beware of artful 
ness,—Wwhich would detract from a sugcessful 
career, It has boon said that the most tal 
ented and eloquent preachers are sought for, 
and supposed to be tho most efficient, but on 
the contrary those aro the most useful who 
are constantly engaged and sooking for tho 
conversion of souls. Ho prayed God with all 
fervency and sinoority, that heaven & choicest 
blessings might doscond upon them; and call 
od upon them, in the presence ot thoso who 
had counselled and prayed with thom—in the 


presence of that largo ¢ rogation of profes 


sing christians—in the progonco ot tho fathers 
and brethren in tho ministry, some of whom

We have received from the Montreal 
Gazette office the Teport on the 


Montreal, which contains 
me valuable statistics of general interest. 


annual 


We avail ourselves of a summary of these 
Statistics prepared by the Montreal Neus : 
The contents range over every topic, how- 
ever remotely linked with our commercial 
life, and amongst other matters the follow: 
ing attracted our attention ; In 1864 the 
United States furnished Prince Edward 
Island with 88,566 barrels of flour, and 
Canada 2,848 barrels. In 1870 the imports 
into Prince Edward Island were reversed, 
the United States farnished 12,500, while 
Canada supplied 82,800 barrele, A nearly 
similar transference of trade has occurred 
in Newfoundland. In 1864 the United 
States supplied 172,145 barrels, Canada 25-, 
835, while in 1870 the United States export 
Was 183,715 against 77,721 from Canada, 
Thus our flour trade with ‘Newfoundland 
has risen from an eighth to a fourth, and — 
with Prince Edward Island from a six- 
teenth to tworthirds. In 1864 outof an 
import of 41,414 barrels, we only con- 
tributed 2,848 to Prince Edward Island, 
while in 1870, out of 45,300 barrels, our 
share was 32,800 barrela, 

Our lumber trade with South America 
shows how quick oar people are to avail 
themselves of new markets. Of course the 
exhaustion of the pine forests of the East- 
ern States tellsin our fayor, but we have 
advantages oy onr side which we are be- 
ginning to utilize, We have discovered 
that if we work up our lumber at our saw 
mills and send door and‘window sashes 
and scantling, that we save in freight and 
raise the value of our exports—while with 
relatively low cost of labor at our mills, 
our copious water powers and facilities of 
shipment we have the odds in our favor. 
The Etchemin, Montmorenci and Three 
Rivers saw mills can load direct to South 
America and ought to be ableto under- 
sell Norwegians or Americans. “In +1867 
we only shipped 728,116 feet of lumber, 
value $8,457, to Montevideo, Buenos Ayres 
and Valparaiso—while in 1870 we shipped 
24,998,914 feet, value $352,415, a rate of 
progress which proves that weare masters 
of those markets, because it would bave

The manufacture and shipment of petro- 
leum are assuming large proportions. Thus 
in 1866, we only received 4 282 barrels of

ceipts rose to 25,741 barrels, affording 
another proof of the rapidity with which 
we are developing new sources of commerce. 
No one would imagine that our tapners 
could import hides from the East Indies 
and ship their manufactured leather to 
England ; yet, Mr. Patterson at page 99, 
enters into interesting details as to this 
branch of trade. He estimates the receipts 
ot butter in Montreal during 1870 at 112,- 
220 kegs, or 8,977,600 boxes, with 15 per

notone farmer in ten devotes himself to 
«manufacturing either, yet it is quitecertain 
that before long nine-tenths of our farmers 
will confine themselves to the dairy, and 
instead of an export of ten millions, we 
shall be able to furnish a hundred million 
pounds, The average annual yield obtain- 
ed from each cow is 100 pounds, and a 
moderate sized farm has its 10 cows, while 
mapy bonst 20,80, and up to 40 cows. It 
is thus obyjous that if a fifth ot our far- 
mera turn their attention to the manufac- 
ture of cheese and butter, our exports 
would be augmented ten fold.

tender Shepherd; Jeremiah is forced to 
change his tears and lamentations for 
triumph as he speaks of the Saviour ; Isaiah 
recounts for us with so much detail and 
precision the circumstances of His suffering 
that we are constrained to ask whence is 
this? it sounds less like a prophecy of the 
future than a narrative of the past, Yes, 
the testimony of Jesus is the spirit of pro- 
phecy, and this, independent ot the circum- 
stances of the Cross and independent also 
of the love of the,Redeemer’s heart,because 
the purpose was cherished from eternity, 
and the verification and explicitness of 
Scripture testimony all made it necessary 
that in the end of the world Christ should 
Sppear to put away sin by the sacrifice of 
himself. Thus it is written “it behoved 
Christ to suffer,” although the main neces- 
sity, as regarded in the text, seems to result 
from the infallibility of Scripture. There 
are other causes of solomn und eternal im- 
ortance which made it necessary that 

hrist should die. God sat upon a throne, 
a throne of equity in holy contrast to the 
kings of earthly nations, who were 
living in voluptuousness and cruelty. 
He announced His abhorrence of 
sin and that He could not look upon it. 
While He extends His protection to the 
innocent, He visits the guilty with His 
anger, and it rolls upon them like succes~ 
sive peals of thunder, Hither then the law 
must take its course, and the whole world 
of transgressors perish, or there must be a 
scheme devised someway by which man 
could be rescued and God and His laws 
justitied. The expedient of mercy was 
rendered. There,are circumstances in 
human history where men shave submitted 
to priyation, wrong, torture—aye, even 
bonds and death, rather than betray a 
confided trust or perjure a plighted.word. 
And shall the Word of God be regarded 
with less sacreduess, or be upheld by 
vindication less solemn? Hence in the 
majesty of His justice and in the majesty 
of His love He spared not His own Son, 
but delivered Him up for us. Thus it is 
written and thus it behoved Obrist to suffer. 
There was no other way by which we 
could escape the wrath we had deserved. 
“Thus it is written,”in order that the wrath 
which accumulated might gather into the 
Redeemer’s heart, and in order to quench 
it He might lead a world of ransomed sin- 
ners into holiness and into heaven. And, 
brethren, don’t you see that this is just the 
crisis of our faith 1 Thus itis written and 
thus it behoyed Christ to suffer, There 
could be no other Redeemer of men 
because all men had sinned, and if it were 
possible for some innocent one to have 
escaped the contagion and to have kept 
his untainted spirit spotless from infancy 
to the last gasp of life, that would be his 
simple duty, and it would be no merit. 
The obedience of the loftiest seraphas well 
as the obedience of the humblest child is 
mortgaged to God. Even angels were 
powerless. We must perish out of the 
way when His wrathis kindled it there is 
no help for ua but the resources which 
depend upon human power or angelic 
sympathy. Wo dare not trust our case in 
their incompetent hands, Our sin is great ;. 
we must have a great Saviour, Our dan- 
ger 1s imminent ; we must have a deliverer 
equal to the occasion, They are cased in 
armour which defies all mortal steel. We 
must cast ourselves at the feet of the 
Saviour, Yes, dear brethren, it behoyed 
Christ to suffer’ because in Him alone 
the extremes of nature met. It be- 
hoved Christ to suffer, because in His arm 
He had the omnipotence of power, and 
because from His heart there issued the 
omnipotence of love. There are traces 
enough everywhere of sin. We see it in 
the scourge of people. We see them in 
the desolations of sickness and in the 
drunkard’s palsied limbs, in the profligate, 
We see them in the wicked—fleeing when 
no man pursueth, We see them in the expe- 
rience of sinners among us who realize the 
fable of the old hunter Actmon, and in the 
terrors of an avenging conscience are torn 
to pieces by their own doubts. You must 
think of Hisliteand His incarnation, You 
must see Him clothed with sorrow. You 
must see Him mocked in the Judgment 
Hall—racked on the cross—dishonored in 
the tomb, See Him when He bows down 
to enter into darkneas which was eternity 
to Him, because His Father's countenance 
was hidden.

tal humanity. Get close to Christ, Glory 
in Christ’s finished work, and, like the 
swan, whose sweetest song is its lasc, your 
lutest moments, us you are wafted up to 
the sky, will ring with jubilant music. 
Ours the cross —-ours heaven. We will now, 
for a moment, see to the purpose for which 
it was declared that repentance aud remis- 
sion of sins should be preached among all 
nations, beginning at Jerusalem. These were 
the Saviour’s last words before leaying this 
earth, Mark the order of progress: First at 
Jerusalem, the seat of the Jewish religion. 
It Was to be a work of testimony, and what 
nation had been more faithful in its testi- 
mony. Though groaning underall forms 
of government—though torn by intestine 
strife and dissensions, it had held 
fast to its testimony of the unity and 
spirituality of God and of the Messiah 
also, whom their blinded prejudices for- 
bade them to receive. Still their was noth- 
ing Catholic aboutit. It was first for the 
Hebrew and then for the Gentile. Like 
sparkling water it was free to all, even the 
barbarous stranger. It was the charter of 
their liberty, their title to the house of 
God, Cramping and narrowness was to 
be nolonger. The old dispensation was 
done away with. Priests were to be no 
more—all were now to be preachers, 
preaching repentance and remission of 
Sins among all nations, beginning at Je- 
rusalem, All wereto be evangelists—not 
secluding themselves in cloisters and cells. 
This testimony would not be content with 
holding its own, though it hud always done 
that well. It must go on conquering for 
ever. The witnesses of salvation who 
had been provided would procluim the 
glad tidings first at home, then to their 
countrymen, und then to the uttermost 
parts of the earth. Beginning at Jerusa- 
lem! Yes! the Saviour must have His 
revenge on that fickle aud cruel city. It 
was such satisfaction that the Redeemer 
delighted in—it haply the very men who 
mocked and crucified him might be the 
first to fall in penitence before him—if 
haply the eye that aimed the spear at his 
side might look for hope among the first, 
We have now before us men who haye 
concluded that this mission shall be their 
life-work, and I am commissioned now to 
preach repentance und remission of sins, 
repentance in order fo remission of sins,— 
Your sins are so foul, so yenal, that with- 
out it you will perish. Yet whatever their 
enormity—whatever the aggravation that 
has accumulated— Christ is ready to for- 
give. I do not know of any more touching 
manifestation of love than this. I preach 
repentance and remission of sinsin His 
name—notin my own, but in His name. I 
exhort you to trust in it, for from Jesus 
alone can your first contrition come. It 18 
the magic talisman which eharms away sin 
and doubt. No amount of self-inflicted 
torture can win what I am empowered to 
offer you freely. What the Peruvian mines 
or argosies laden with treasure—what the 
riches of California cannot purchase is with- 
out money and without price. It is a 
solemn matter. The name of Jesus will be 
pre-eminent, nnd you cannot hinder it any 
more than a worm canobstruct the progress 
of a chariot—any more than a moth can 
extinguish the flame around which 
it flits. The chariot rolls on —but the 
worm is crushed ; the fame becomes more 
bright, but the yolden-tipped wings of the 
moth, are burnt, Let us cast our care 
upon God, and we are safe—He is our 
refuge. He is waiting now to be gracious. 
I adjure you to hallow this occasion by 
giving yourselves fully to His service. 
Christ is seeking to wean you from the 

world,but He will not force you into hea- 

ven any more than He will force you into 
hell. He will neyer do that. Foul and 
dishonuring to His name would be the 
preacher who would proclaim that from 
the pulpit. He willdo everything—He 
will exhort—He will plead—but, He will 
never compel you to enter heaven no: will 
He bar its portals against you. You may 
spurn His offers if you choose,but you can~ 
not charge God with injustice in dooming 
you to perdition. You are a moral suicide 


and will be branded so, as if you 
had struck a dagger into your 
breast. I offer you mercy! I offer 
you love! Come to Jesus! You your 


selves are witnesses of these things. The 
name of Jesus! Why, whut other name is 
likely to work salyvation—what other name 
is likely to bow the proud necks of earthly 
rebels? The brightest angel above would 
stammer at the uawonted honor and shrink 
from the task—no bl. ug but the Saviour 
can redeem mankind. Believe in His 
name and preach repentance and remission 
of sins. Be faithful, then! Be faithful! 
and the Lord God of your fathers will bless 
you even a thoussod fold. 

It is almost impossible to describe the 
scene which occurred during the delivery 
of this masterly discourse, which we here 
but imperfectly reproduce. The emotions 
of the speaker, clothed in his powerful 
language, were magnetic, and seemed by 
some invisible become trans- 
ferred from the preacher to his auditors.

most important to expound to-night. In the 
first place I may remark, that the extent and

Think that it is no other than the Redeemer 
himself; that no other being existing, no 
other than the one held by the power of the 
Almighty Father can accomplish such an 
iucomprehensible work. Is it not quite stu- 
pendous to effect a salvation, through which 
means we can gain access to a distant inherit- 
ance? When we look to the cross of Jesus 
Christ, a8 on thisymorning ; when we think of 
him nailed to the accursed tree, writhing in 
bitter agony; when the sun itself turned 
into darkness, and the curtain rent in twain 
at the catastrophe; of the Divine Being who 
could scatter things visible into nothing; 
when we think of him who said, “No man 
taketh my life from me, I have the power to 
lay it down and to take it again;’’ when we 
think that he whom they persecuted on 
he cross was the bright star of Bethlehem, 
was the king of Zion, ruling in su- 
preme authority from everlasting to ever- 
lasting; when we think it was He that 
gave “himself a ransome for us, and thereby 
wrought out our salyation,—we cannot but re- 
alize his bountiful love. We have many 
blessed hopes in this salvation, and likewise 
individual danger, respecting our future pros- 
pects, woro wo to neglect its injunctions.

upon turning aside, contrary to the admoni- 
tion of a glorified Sovereign in the universe, 
then I ask, How can you escape the wrath to 
come Tt Can you-expece-wamore-vyivid and 
clearer manifestation of the provisions of God 
for our ultimate ecany Nan ? Can you anti- 
cipated more striking illustrations of the life 
and character of Jesus himself? And oh | if 
you can reject this salvation, how can you 
think of escaping the results of unmitigatod 
stubbornness? Again, the salvation is incr as- 
ed in: value, on account of the agent from 
whom it is procured—the agent by whom it 
is practically and forcibly applied ; you heard 
read in the chapter from the New Testament 
—the 14th chapter of John—at the com- 
mencement of the exercises of this evening, 
that the presence of the Saviour was a bless- 
ing to the Churoh and People ; that the very 
thoughts of his departure to an invisible 
world, filled the hearts of His disciples with 
sorrow ; we learn, in short, that His presence 
anywhere on earth, was attended with bless- 
ings unspeakable—blessings looked forward 
to Byapropiiels with expectations of untold 
joy. Yet it was expedient that he should 
separate fora time—not because he felt in- 
different relative to the interests of mankind. 
His purpose was two-fold ; but to prepare a 
place for you, Not only a place for you, but 
to introduce you into that heavenly home to 
sing praises to the Lamb before the throne of 
grace; to haye access to Him, and enjoy 
sweet communion with Father, Son and Holy | 
Ghost; and while absent in the body, I leave 
you not comfortless, says the Lord ; there is 
a still greater privilege reserved for you; I 
send you a Comforter, who shall abide with 
you forever. When I think that at the pre- 
sent time I am the senior non-auperannuated 
minister in tho Wesleyan Methodist Confer- 
ence, numbering 600 members, and of my 
auspicions entry into that body when the 
eldest, reached only 30 years of age, I cannot 
mistake the rapid changes constantly occur- 
ing in our midst, and seem urged to proclaim 
the glad tidings of the Gospel, throughout 
the extent of the country. Lask what has 
produced such wonderful changes; has it 
een wealth, power or wisdom? has it been 
the patronage of Government or similar 
suggestions? Certainly not; they are brought 
about by an omnipotent electrical (4s it were) 
influence. Surrounded, however, by every 
privilege tending to their moral welfare, how 
many pass sway unconverted, and bearing 
no elfect of the presence of the Spirit of God, 
The question, my dear Christian friends, is 
not only as regards the blessings; but for the 
purpose of completing the acts of redemption ; 
the confession of the word, of the rejoicings 
and judgments in the future, and it is by the 
power of the Spirit that scriptural truths are 
rendered sharper than any two-edged sword. 
There is no one travelling the highway to ruin, 
who has not had to battle in somo measure 
against the holy spirit. Sickness of # griev- 
ous disposition—The remoyal of kind friends 
and relations,by death—all tend to pienee the 
granite heart of the unbeliever, and tempora- 
rily bring about a season of rofreshing ; there 
is not one in the ‘Dominion of Canada who 
has not on certain occasions acknowledged 
the preciousness of the Word. If you resist 
these innumerable influences; if you refuse to 
allow the light of tho Spirit fo penetrate your 
heart; if you persistently refuse to listen to the 
sromptings of the inward monitor, I ask you 
Row can you be saved? Again, my dear 
Christian frionds, look at the completeness of 
the salvation; it is dangerous to neglect it; 
It is by no means incomplete, a8 we are po! 
sessed of the provisions for‘its application. 
Mark the plenitude, and universality of the 
salvation; mark the commission to messen 
gers to spread the Gospel, aud mark the words 
of the command—"Go ye and preach the 
Gospel to ovory croature—to covery nation 
on the face of the entire earth.’

the following are the most inportant :— 

All present were of Opinion that for many 
and strong reasons, it-was desirable to have 
4 union of the Presbyterian Churches with- 
in British North America, and that there 
Was on the ground of principle no obstacle 
to said union, ifit were accomplished on 
the basis of the Holy Scriptures as the 
supreme standard of faith and manners 
with the Westminister Contession of Faith 
as the subordinate standard, it being un- 
derstood, 1st, That full liberty of opinion 
in regard tothe power and duty of the 
civil magistrate in matters of religion, as 
set forth in said Confession,be allowed, and 
2nd, That the use of the shorter catechism 
be enjoined as an authoritative exposition 
et doctrine for the instruction of our 
people. 

With regard tothe name by which the 
United Church shall be known, it was pro- 
posed and unanimously agreed to that the 
name should be * The Presbyterian Church 
of British NorthsAmerica.” 

The meeting also resolved to record their 
opinion that this United Church should 
maintain fraternal relations with Presby- 
terian Churches holding the same doctrine 
and government and discipline—and that 
ministers and probationers should be re- 
ceived into the Church subject to such regu. 
lations as the Church may from time to time 
adopt 

It was also agreed that the general polity, 
laws and forms of procedure be settled by 
the United Church, and compiled from such 
rules as may have been in force in the res 
pectiye Churches, or from other books of 
Presbyterian law and order, and that in the 
meantime Church Courts conduct their 
business according tothe recognized prin- 
ciples and forms ot the Presbyterian Church. 


The Synod went intoa Committee of the 
Whole on the report, with Mr. George Bell, 
of, Clinton, in the chair. 

Daring the disoussion that oneued, 
Oroil, of Montreal, Sheriff McDougall, ot 
Lindsay, and others bore testimony to the 
Harmony that characterized the proceedings 
of the meeting in Montreal, and the desir~ 
ability of affecting a union, 

At the evening sederunt Rey, John 
Gordon, of Alinonte, resumed the debate,and 
said he looked upon the union as a foregone 
conclusion, but he feared that there were 
some who did not view the settlement of the 
Queen's University question in a proper 
spirit. 

Rey. Dr. Jenkins, of Montreal, suggested 
that it would be well to settle the basis of 
union first, and let the University question _ 
be settled afterwards, 

Principal Snodgrass said the miniaters of 
the joint committee made a distinction 
between the question of doctrine asa basia 
of union and other matters relating to col- 
legia(e education, temporalitics, &c. It 
was the former question that he suggested 
be sent down to the Presbyteries with in- 
structions to consider it and report upon it 
to (he Synod next session, As far as the 
Committee were concerned they fully ac- 
cepted this basis of union, which included 
doctrine, government, and discipline, 
Upon these points he believed there would 
be very litle difference of opioion; and in 
that casethe matters of arrangement,which 
otherwise would be of less importance were 
perhaps the most important, He would 
move that the Synod receive the report, 
transmit to the Presbyteries the Basis of 
union reported, with instructions to con~ 
sider the some and report thereon at the 
next meeting of the Synod, and with the 
further instruction to transmit tho sad 
basis to Kirk Sessions for the purpose of 
obtaining their opinion thereon for trans- 
mission to the Synod. 

Rey. J. G. Smith, of Belleville, moved 
similar motion with the addition that the 
Synod record thoir satisfaction at the man~ 
ner with which the Committee haye dis- 
charged their important trust, and that the 
thanks of the Synod be and are hereby 
tendered to the members thereof and 
specially to the Convener, Ne would 
like to sco the whole question settled at 
this meeting of Synod, 

‘Phis additon was made to the principal 
mouon, 


After a lengthy discussion the Rev. Dr. 
Jenkins’ motion was put and carried unani~ 


mously. 
The committee then rose and reported the 


resolution. ; 
Rey. Dr, Jenkins moved that the report of 
the committee on the adoption of this basis 
ot union be the deliverance of this Court 
Carried unanimously. 

The debate on the remainder of the report 
was adjourned.

MORNING SESSION.

The District 
Secretaries read an obituary notice of each 
deceased minister, which will be published 
in the Conference minutes, The names 
reported are: Thomas Lawson, J. W. Sloan, 
George Robson, Stephen Miles, Stephen 
Brownwell, Alexander Lester and Benjamin 
Cole. 

When and where will the next Conference 
be held Official invitations were present- 
ed from Montreal, Brantford and London, 
The invitation from Montreal was accepted 
by a large vote. The Conference agreed to 
send 825 ministers to Conference next year, 
exclusive of Conference officera and the 
young men to be ordained. 


The report of the Committee on the 
Eastern College was read and adopted, 
The report embodied a series of resolu- 
tions :— 

1, That the location of the proposed 
Institution be at Stanstead. 


2. That the [nstitation be proprietary— 
that there be a Board of 21 Directors, 7 of 
whom will be appointed yearly by the 
Conference, 14 will be laymen chosen by 
the shareholders, 7 of whom will. be mem- 
bers of the Wesleyan Methodist Church. 


8. That the minimum sum of $25,000 be 
Subscribed before the Institution goes into 
operation, 


4. That the appointment to Stanstead 
for the present year be made with a view 
to the advancement of this movement. 


5. That the name of the Institution be 
“ The Stanstead Wesleyan College.” 


A resolution was passed by the Conter- 
ence expressing their pleasure at the steps 
taken to establish a College in the Province 
of Quebec, and promising their moral aid 
in support of the movement.

The financial position of the county is most 
satisfactory. Our liabilities haye been re- 
duced one half—the county debt being on 
the first of January last under $157,000. The 
halt years’ interest on sinking funds and the 
amount due us from the Town making the 
actual debt at this time under $148,000, And 
should'the Municipal Loan Fund be dealt 
with by the Government of Ontario—as we 
have gut good reason to believe it will—in 
relieving Municipalities who have paid sink- 
ing funds and interest promptly from further 
payments, our debt would be under $82,000, 
and the County at the present rate of taxa- 
tion an additionalsum of $12,500 at their 
disposal for improvements in the County, or 
the rate on the $ could be reduced to 3 of a 
cent. It seems to me, however, that if the

BRAZIL, 


Proposed Emancipation of Slaves. 
Bill for that Purpose in Parliament. 


Prospects of its Passage. 

Liszox, Juno 13.—Rio Janoiro dates of May 
23 stato that Diquo do Caxias, on the part of 
tho Brazilian Govornmeht, has presented to the 
Imperial Chambors an olaborate and carefully 
preparod Bill for the emancipation of all slaves 
bolonging to the Crown. The Act, ifit becomes 
law, manumits thousands now toiling in tho 
famous diamond mines inthe Province of Minas, 
and also those engaged in the construction of 
‘Apake wad othor public works at Rio de Janeiro, 
Bohcah, Penambuco and Morarbam, besides 4 
large force employed on Government railways. 

A provision of tho Bill also reloased convict 
slaves on tho Island of Ferdinanddo Naronab, 
after soven yours’ sorvitude, choir ownors to bo 
indemnified from tho Imporial Trossury. Tho 
Bill moots with determined opposition, it is 
said, by tho Consorvatives in the Brazilian 
Senato, but tho Liberal party is strong, and will 
likely carry this humane measure in the Lower 
House, whoro thoro is an overwhelming Liberal 
mijority. Tho Emancipation Bill, which has 
always boon a pot moasuro of Brazil's Demo- 
ratio Emperor, will oncounter but feoblo oppo- 
sition, Tho groatobjection to the measures 
Sppeara to bo not so much to tho justice of the 

Act as to its hasty onforcomont. Tho law, as it 

now stands, provides a system of gradual eman- 

ojpation for slaves bolonging to private estates 
only, while the Emporor’s Bill decreos imme- 
diate manumission to all slavos owned by the 

Crown Imperial.

ANOTHER ENgMy.—The Hamilton Specta- 
tor says: “Our readers will regret to learn 
that another enemy of vegetation bas appear 
ed in our midst Tt is a small worm, and 
takes its abode in the lowest joint of grass or 
wheat. The insect has been known to exist 
forseveral years, but not to the extent of its 
rayages for this year, It can easily bo dis~ 
covered by takiog up a stalk of grass or 
wheat in a decaying stato, and stripping the 
lower part of the stem. It is to be hoped that 
a remedy will be produced to stem the cur- 
rent of this injurious pest.’’ 


CANNABALISM.—A despatch from Kingston, 
Jamaica, : “A negro on the Gibraltar 
plantation, aided by a woman, seized a little 
boy, cut his body and drapk his blood, then 
cut off his upper lip, which was roasted and 
ate. They did these barbarous acts indiffer— 
ent to the cries of the boy, which were finally 
heard by a man in the nelghborhood, who 
rescued the boy. Tho little fellow retained 
his senses and lived long enough, notwith- 
standing that his entrails protruded, to give 
the particulars of how he was treated.

Paciric Survey.—The Kingston News says: 
“Mr, A. McKenzie, of Kingston, has received 
an appointment to take command of an ex- 
ploratory surveying party on the Pacific Rail- 
way.

BY-LAWs, 

Mr. Reid introduced a By-law to assume 

he road from Stoco to the Sheffield line as 

a County Road.—Read a firet time, 

Mr, Reid moved, seconded by Mr. Emo, 7 
That the Country Treasurer be requested 
to furnish a statement of the indebtedness 
of the various munic ipalities, to be laid be 
fore the Council to-morrow morning, 

INDUSTRIAL FARM, 

Hon. Mr. Flint, on behalf of the Commit- 

tee appointed to confer with the Commit- 

tee ofthe Town Council Tespecting the 
purchase of a site for an Industrial Farm 

that they had met last night, and bad come 
to the conclusion.to submit the matter to 
the Council for the purpose of ascertaining 
M's opinion. He moved, seconded by Mr. 
White, That it is desirable to make an 
arrangement with the Town of Belleyille to 
purchase a suitable farm of not more than 
100(acres, and to erect thereon suitable 
buildings (providing those flow erétted are 
lent), in order to provide an In- 

dustrial Farm and home tor the poor of the 
County and Town; the cost of the farm 
buildings and outfit not to exceed $15,000; 
the Town to pay one half that amount, the 
County to pay the other half; the property 
to be held on joint account, each munici- 
pality paying its quota of expenses in pro- 
portion to the number of inmates, and the 
expenses incurred on the same, 

Mr. Emo considered the County was not 
prepared toentertain the proposition. The 
people were opposed to joint action with 
Belleville in the establishment of such an 
institution, They might look upon it more 
favorably 1f located back in the country. 


Mr. Cummings stated that he had visited 
afarm near Albany, established between 
city and county. He was much pleased 
with the care taken with the inmates—the 
iofirm. The insane who were not danger- 
ous* were working in .putting in the 
spring crops. The institution cost more 
than the income, though it the property 
were sold it would realize a large surplus, 
but they did not intend to take such a 
course, as the people were greatly in favor 
of the inatitution, in which they took great 


pride and interest, He had been informed 
by Hon, Heary Alvord shane Togastrial~ 


Farms of Onondaga and Syracuse were in 
n very flourishing condition. This gentle= 
men expressed the opinion thatevery Coun- 
ty oughtto bave one, The loss was nothing. 
us the improvements made by the inmates ~ 
would reimburse the expenditure—that even 
as n speculation it was a good one. He also 
visited a Penitentiary at’ Albany, which 
paid a surplus over expenditure of $18,000 ~ 
per annum. He consilered it would be 
wise. for the County alone, even it not io 
conjunction with the Town, to establish a 
farm of this kind, especially in view of the 
large number of paupers scattered through- 
out the country. 

Mr, Emo did not believe in joining with 
the Town, which had not treated the County 
fairly, always complaining of paupers 
coming in from the country. 

Hon. Mr. Flint explained that the Towo 
wag not pressing the matter upon the Coun- 
ty. He bimeelf had induced the Towa to 
appoint a Committee. There ought to be 
a reciprocity of feeling between Town and 
County so closely connected. It was no 
‘luse torake up what was past, now that 
matters were in a fair way of adjustment, 
He should go for establishing such farm as 
pear Mr. Emo's as possible. Give» Hunt- 
ingdoo something—she was always com~ 
plaining. Provide for the deserving poor, 
and compel the idlers to work, and crime 
would decrease 1n the County. 

Mr. Farley was in favor of providing forthe 
poor,but consiered the question had become 
one of electioneering in Belleville, Pauper 
in town had @ great many votes, ard it was 
cheaper to buy their votes with Country than 
with ‘Town money, Belleville would fill 
the Institution with her poor, 

The Warden could not agree with Mr. 
Farley's remarks. They were bound in 
common honesty to provide for those who 


could not provide for themselves, This 
wasn heritage left to them, and the only 
was how to do this to the best 
advantage. He favored tho plan proposed, 
union with the ‘Lown, which would not 
press for the Institution being located just 
Without its limite, 1 desirable to establish it 
People now gave money to 
paupers, but whether it was well applied or 
not, was always amatter of doubt. He 
thought the Town had dealt fairly with the 
County in the settlement, and he deprecat- 
ed any feeling which might arse from Mr. 
Emo's remarke, Why should they not aot 
in concert with the Town if they felt it therr 
intorest (@ do so? Thor interests were too 
cloxoly allied to be separated, Itthe matter 
was usod in Town electioneering 
dodge, the Town would have to pay the 
pipor. As to location, ho would not be 
averse to ostablishing the farm in South 
Hastinge, or indeed where land could be

A Practical Step. 


It will be gratifying to learn that Hon, 
John Carling, Minister of Agriculture, has 
taken steps to ascertain the extent of the 
ravages of the potatoe bug in Canada, and 
the nature of its attacks. For this purpose 
he has engaged Mosers. W. Saunders and 
G, Baynes Reed, of the Entomological Socie- 
ty, to prosecute the necessary investigations 
on behalt of the department. They will 
make experiments on the beetle with yari- 
ous poisonous subsiances, and ascertain, it 
Possible some means by which the ravages 
of the destroyer may be arrested. Paris 
green 1s the principal remedy now used, but 
there ure serious objections to its use, as it is 
a very powerlul poison, and must be used 
with extreme caution. If the investigation 
shall result in the discovery of soma method 
by which the insect can be dostroyed or its 
ravages lessened, a vast amount of good 
will be accomplished. The Minister of 
Agriculture deserves the thanks of the com- 
munity for hin well timed action, and if the 
investigation 18 prosecuted thoroughly there 
iano doubt it will be produotiye of good to 
the agricultural interests of the country,

Ifa 
similar yictory had been gained on the 18th 
March, what a black and terrible page 
would be spared in the history of France, 
From the Arc de Triomphe, down the 
Boulevard Hansemaun, and the Faubourg 
St. Honore, it was a perpetual roar and 
rattle of cannon, mitrailleuses, and muske- 
try. The troops were stopped at almost 
every street opening by a hasty thrown up 
barricade, defended obstinately, and taken 
more or less brilliantly. The Guards fought 
most stubbornly, sought but little shelter 
from the windows. The Yersnillists kept 
well together, and pursued the Neuilly 
house to house tactics of fighting, which 
made their progress slow, but gaye full 
opportunity for the play of their cannon 
andartillery, Never in any revolution has 
the Faubourg St. Honore—the English 
quarter of Paris—suffered so severely, 
Houses are pock-marked with rifle and can- 
non balls, and some houses have had to be 
blown to make a passage for the army to 
take the enemy in therear, Strange it was 
in this quarter that the National Guards 
resorted most to firing from the houses. 
The place de la Concorde was swept by 
the regulars from the Corps Legislatif, the 
Palace of Industry, and the Madeline. It 
Was no casy position to take, it was the 
most strongly barricaded in Paris. The 
partinthe Tuileries gardens was blocked 
up by bales of wool, and immense bundles 
of rags, difficult to remain near, when once 
set on fire by the shells. In the nelghbor- 
hood, women occupied windows and fired 
down on the solilicry when they charged 
the barricade. It is said they also threw 
petroleum on them, followed by blazing 
logs of wood, It was here also, that the 
Communists of all nations, made something 
like a final stand,till the New Opera having 
been taken, the place Vendome barricade 
fell, bravely defended by guards and 
women, and the distinguished foreigners 
had to retreat towards the Hotel-de-Ville,

So soon asthe Goyernment of 
Oanada heard that the {intention was to give up 
the fisheries of the Province of Quebec, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotla to the working of 
Americans and Canadians for the small consid- 
eration mentioned In the treaty, they protested 
opergetically and caused thelr protest to be sent 
to England by cable ag well as by mall, and Bir 
John A. Macdonald, the Prime Minister of 
Canada, cid not lag behind, He declared bis 
strong objection and determined opposition to 
that way of settling the fisheries. Nevertheless, 
the British Government having befure them the 
protest of the Government of Canada, and the 
opposition of Bir Johu A. Macdonald jn the 
Jolot High Commission, directed the Joint 
High Commission to sign the treaty reserving 
to Canada the right to accept or reject the 
clauses In relation to the Fisheries. The Goy- 
ernment of Great Britain, I haye no doubt, feel 
that questions that haye been so long open 
between the two countries should, while the 
opportunity offers, be settled forever, It will 
bo for Eogiand to show to Canada what reasons 
and inducements thore are for us a8 a people to 
ratity that portion of the treaty relating to the 
Fisheries, but lo the meantime Canada remains 
free tonct; the Government of Canada je un- 
trammeled—I say all the Ministers, jocluding 
the Prime Minister, romain free toact as the 
interests of Canada may require.

The AMonocacy, the 
Piles. and four steam launches under Commodore 
Blake were sent on June Ist to examine the 
River Sable at a point called Difficult Passage, 
where navigation was most perilous.

Washington Chronicle says :— 
THE VAST WEALTH OF GREAT BRITAIN. 


We append a statement which indicates 
the vast wealth of Great Britain. It sug 
gests to us two points: One, this vast 
wealth was derived from commerce, which 
England has wisely and liberally fostered. ~ 
Second, for the safety of this vast wealth 
England wents peace with all nations, and 
will pay for it, The Manchester Courier 
states that the pletbora of capital in Great 
Britain 1s at the present time exceedingly 
heayy, 1m consequence of the payment of 
numerous dividends of various kinds, 
amounting for January, 1871, to over $98,- 
850, derived from the following sources ;— 
From Dividends on English Government 
loads, $14,50U,0U0; Australian, Canadian 
and Indian Government loans, $7,500,000 ; 
English railway debentures, $8,750: Fo 
reign Government loans, $44,100,000; and 
English jointstock, bank, wining and 
miscellaneous shares, $5,000,000. The 
Manchester Oourier asserts that there is 
reason to believe that the total paid on 


amounts to over $400,000,000. A clear 
indication of the wealth of Great Britain,it 
is argued is to be obtained by considering 
the amount of capital stock in which deal- 
ings take place in the London Stock Ex- 
change, of which the following is given as 
un approximate estimate—British Govern- 
ment stock, $4,000,000,000 ; Govern- 
ment stock of British Possessions sad 
Colonies, inclading Canada, Australia and 
India, $900,000,000 ; French Goyernment 
stock, $2,700,000,000; stock of other 
Europeau States, $3,000,000,000 ; stock ot 


THE UNITED STATES 


Government and of other States of North 
America, $2,150,000,000; stock of South 
American States $340,000,000; and stock 
of Central American States, and of the 
West Indies, $170,000,000, making a total 
of $18,260,000,000 worth of Government 
stock that changed hands either nominally 
or really during 1870. In addition torthese 
there were $2,750,000,000 worth of railway 
shares, and bank, telegraph, mining and 
miscellaneous shares, the total of which 
cannot be approximated. During 1870 
there were placed on the British market 
$805,000,000 of loans and $85,000,000 of 
joint stock enterprise, the latter compnsing 
$50,000,000 of Russian and $30,000,000 of 
Spanish stock. It is also estimated that 
the surplus capital and savings requiring 
to be invested annually in Eogland amounts 
to one thousand million of dollars, of which 
one balt is invested in land houses, and old 
and well known stocks and shares, and the 
other half in now loans and joint stock 
enterprizes. 

‘As another mode of obtaining the floan- — 
cial operations in Great Britian, the bank: 
era’ clearings on the twenty-four regular 
sitting days on the Stock Exchange are 
given. From these figures 1t appears that 
the stock operations of 1870 amounted to 
$3,174,570,000 jof 1869, to $9,£24,675,000, 
and of 1868, to @2.716,745,000, As to the 
extent of trade and commerce of Groat 
Britain, the bankers’ clearing on the fourth 
day of each month give balance of $880,- 
685,000 for 1870, of $84,645,000 for 1869, 
and of 785,840,000 for 1868. Taking tho 
whole range of bankers’ clearing, exclusive 
ot stock exchange settlements, It in stated 
that a sum of $16,896,530,000 was used in 
the banking business alone during 1870,

the cemetery sided with the insurgents, 
and was arrested when the troops took the 
position, Before being led to execution 
he requested permission to embrace the 
remains of Dombrowski, which were await- 
ing burial, Several national guards are 
believed to be secreted in the vaults, and 
when discovered are ut once shot. It is not 
a matter of doubt that hundreds of these 
unfortunates are hiding in the catacombs, 
whero they will be kept till death relieves 
their agonies. There are numerous un- 
buried insurgents lying scattered over Pere 
Lachaire—in one spot 186—a sickening 
contrast with the exposed remains of the 
devastated sepulchres, and holes of cuked 
blood, 


Wholesale executions ure becoming small 
by degrees, and justice, not ferocious pas- 
sion, is taking the prisonersin hand, The 
few prisoners now passing through the 
street are not a0 brutally treated, There 
is no pity for deserters from the army—but 
of all the arrested, the women continue to 
‘give most trouble to the escort. One dame 
aged 70 bolted three times, was told she 
ould be shot if she made another attempt, 
A did so and was instantly killed, The 
appearance of the women, like the men, is 
asa rule unfavorable, and strikes you as 
‘really belonging to the dangerous;classes, 
They haye the air of being hard drinkers 
and their language 1s most revolting. One 
woman, was especially prominent a few 
Gaya ago, se had lislf of her head cut off 
by a saber thrust, and held it out in all its 
gore, threateningly against the soldiers, 
In the Jast stage of the Commune’s mad 
ending, women played not only a conapic- 
nous but a terrible part, We know to them 
was assigned the ‘patriotic duty’ to reduce 
Paris to ashes, and the mountains of ruins 
attest how well they did their work. There 
was a battalion of Amazons who wore crape 
on their kepis, and regarded the symbol as 
one to avenge the death of a relative or 
lover. It waath’s battalion that carried 
off a mitrailleuse when the Hotel de Ville 
was in flames. They looped up their 
jupons to their scarlet sashes, in which 
was stuck a pair of revolyers—they 
rolled up their sleeves to their shoulders, 
and with hideous shouts trailed the 
horrible machine to the barricade. And 
many of these females were but frail, sickly 
girls. There was another corps who were 
all dressed in mourning, preceded by a 
woman who carried toe bead of a gir! 
long fair hair, on the top of a pole.

Prescorr Erxorion—The trial of the 
County of Prescott controverted election case 
opened yesterday at L'Orignal, Chief Justice 
Richards presiding.

Hon. J. H. Cameron, for 
the respondent, pleaded that one of the 
petitioners, Cleveland, was an alien, that the 
property on which he voted was his wife's, 
and that at the time of the election he was 
neither owner, tenant or occupier; ‘and 
brought evidence in support, but his lordship 
reserved judgment. The caso will probably 
last for a considerable time, as two hundred 
witnesses have been subpo naed,

ed to confer with the Grammar School Board, 

Mr, Shepard thought,with reference to the 
proposed amalgamation, that Mr, Falkiner 
was in error as to the power given in the 
new Act. That portion of the Act 
relating thereto had been struck out, Another 
thing to consider was that there isa law suit 
now pending, involving a portion of this 
Grammar School lot ; and to expend money 
on it under such circumstances was a question 
of very sorious importance, 


Mr, Falkiner thought it would be prudent 
to appoint the Committee he mentioned,who 
could consider these questions preparatory 
to taking final action. 


Mr. Shepard had always advooated amal~ 
gamation with the Grammar School, and if 
it were practicable would willingly support 
itnow, Another question was ; had they by 
their delay prevented a new school building 
being erected in the fall? 

The general opinion of the Board was that 
it would be of no use purchasing a new lot 
if such was the case, and that toftake a joint 
interest in the Grammar School premises was 
preferable, 


Mr. Wensley thought the building could 
be put up in time if we really wont to work, 

Mr. Falkiner then moved, seconded by Mr. 
Sawyer, “That the Chairman and Mr,Shepard 
be a Committee to confer with the Grammar 
School Board as to the feasibility of amalga- 
mating the two Boards, and the erection of 
s suitable building for Grammar and Common 
School purposes, on the premises of the 
Grammar School property.” 

Mr. Wensley wanted to know if it was the 
intention of the Board to build this season, 

The Chairman replied that if this reaolu- 
tion passed he presumed they would not. 
He was of the opinion if an amalgamation 
could be effected and suitable buildings 
be erected, it would be far the cheapest and 
best. If it were once accomplished,the right 
to do so would never be questioned. 

Mr. Shepard said when in Toronto recent-

A healthy site—Plenty ef water and 
accommodation—The Acting Deputy 
Adjutant General in Command—Staf?

Kuxaston, June 20. 

The Brigade Camp of instruction will be 
formed here tovmorrow. You are already 
Qware that the location of the camp has 
been changed twice, each change being 
An improvement. The Crystal Palace 
grounds, where the 47th and 48th Bat~ 
talions, the Kingston Field Battery and 
Frontenac Cavalry encamped lust year, was 
originally selected, The difficulty of 
procuring an adequate supply of water on 
the ground for nearly 8,000 men anda large 
number of horses suggested the propriety 
ot looking for a situation where the 
invaluable fluid could be conveniently 
procured. Col. Robertson Ross, Adjutant 
General, on bis way to the Nisgara Camp 
paid a y-sit to the ground adjacent to Fort 
Henry, and came to the conclusion that it 
would be more suitable tor the camp, But 
other difficulties again presented themselves 
and after some correspondence on the 
subject it was finally decided that the 
troops should encamp in what is known as 
the Dockyard. A better site could not be 
chosen. The ground is high, and in case 
of rain there is little danger of the men 
being flooded out. The conveniences for 
the accommodation of horses are numerous, 
Quite a number of buildings are in close 
proximity to the camp ground, not a few 
of which will be utilized for some purpose 
or other. Of course all the men will be 
urider canvass, but for mess rooms, offices, 
&c,, these buildings will be very useful, 
The Dockyard is quite close to tho water, 
which for the purpose of bathing is moat 
pleasant and convenient, and any quantity 
of water can be procured ‘for man and 
beast’ without much trouble, The site of 
the ground is separated from the city by 
the Cataraqui River, over which the 
Cataraqui Bridge stretches and connects 
the city of Kingston with the Township of 
Pittsburg. I learn that the volunteers will 
not be allowed to pass this bridge into the 
city without passes, a considerable number 
of which will be issued to the men, 

The Brigade will be in command of Lieyt. 
Col, Patterson, acting Deputy Adjutant Gen. 
eral with Brigade Major Phillips and{adting 
Brigade Major Reid on the staff. Liout.-

Montreal and its Press. 


Great as has been the progress ot Toronto 
the ‘Queen City” of Ontario, and loudly 
asit has been extolled by her influential 
press, her increase in wealth and population 
have been dwarfed of late years by the 
wonderful advance made by Montreal. The 
city of Toronto has ‘much to be thankful 
for’ in the fact that the newspapers pub- 
lished within her borders—for years enjoy 
ing the largest circulation and influence of 
any periodicals of which British America 
could boast—have been faithful guardians 
of her interests—have never ceased to frown 
down the efforts of other towns to take 
part in any enterprise in which Toronto 
could participate—and, however widely 
they may have differed ip political matters 
and flercely disputed regarding the same, 
have with one voice united in singing 
the praises of thoir local habitation. That 
these efforts of the press have borne fruit 
who can deny, who sees the large numbers 
of emigranta—chiefly English—who make 
that city the Mecca of their pilgrimage, 
whither they come with eager expectations 
refusing to stop at any of the prosperous 
towns or villages on their way westward, 
no matter what inducements may be 
offered. Toronto, in this respect, owes 
more to her influential,enterprising journals 
than she will ever acknowledge or ever be 
able to repay. 

Montreal, on the contrary, has had to 
depend chiefly on her grand situation as 
the head of ocean navigation—as the great 
point where the products of tho fruitiul 
West had to be transhipped for carriage to 
4n Eastern market, for her increase in ma- 
terial progperity. The press of Montreal 
has always been considered able and res- 
pectable, but it has lacked the energy of 
the Western newspapers. Above all it has 
not been a local press—it has rather sought 
to beara metropolitan character and to 
cultivate a cosmopolitan tone. Occurrences 
within the city which, in the hands of the 
Toronto reporters would have been pre- 
faced with large headings and written up 
into a column of readable matter, were 
glossed over in a paragraph of half a dozen 
lines, barely sufficient to convey thé fact, 
without leaving any cause for its remem- 
brance, Besides, thie area of the circulation 
of these journals was greatly confined to 
the Province of Quebec, which, being large. 
ly inhabited by a French-speaking popula- 
tion, tended still further to limit 
influence of the Montreal press,

It is of these gentlemen and of the estab- 
lishment under thelr control that we would 
now more particularly speak, as the writer 
visited their premises lately whilst in Mon 
treal. The Messrs, White, though still 
young in years, are old in journalistic exper. 
1ence, Their first venture was in the pub- 
lication of the Review in the thriivag town 
of Peterborough, Atter several years of 
successful business enterprise there, they 
disposed of their property in the Review to 
Mr, Robert Romaine, ia whose hands it 
continues a vigorous and usefal existence. 
From Peterboro’ the brothers removed to 
Hamilton, where they purchased the Spec- 
tator and carried it om successfully for 
some years, Thence, tho field of operation 
being still too smalt for their ambition, 
they transferred themselves in July, 1870, 
to Montreal and became proprietors of the 
Gazette, then, as before stated, in a not very 
flourishing condition, A change was soon 
Apparent in its conduct. The vigorous 
pen of Mr. White re-awakened the slum- 
bering admiration of its friends, and the 
old paper became lively once more. The 
sheet was enlarged to a considerable extent 
and the Commercial Department, hitherto 
much neglected, placed in able hands. The 
Law Courts were fully and ably reported, 
and the Local matter was written up ina 
style to attract attention both for its accu- 
racy and minuteness. Immediate success 
was the result of this well-timed enterprise 
and a large and influential circulation in 
the city at once sprung up, while the ef- 
forts of agents in inducing a large sub- 
scription in Ontario and Quebec were well 
rewarded, This increase in business neces- 
sitated a removal to larger premises, before 
speaking of which it may be well to say 
that Mr. Thomas White, the Editor of the 
paper, is amongst the ablost of Canadian 
journalists, His sfyle is polished and gen- 
tlemanly, his language being choice and 
his illustrations and comparisons apt and 
forcible. Not only as a writer is Mr. White 
known to fame, but as a public speaker he 
is eloquent and convincing. He rendered 
good service to the Wellington, Grey and 
Bruce Railroad Company in the great rail- 
way campaign against the Toronto, Grey 
and Bruce, it being conceded that bisex- 
ertions did much to carry the day in fayor 
of the Company whose cause he espoused 
and untiringly pleaded. Mr, White 
was appointed Emigration Agent in Eng- 
land on behalf of the Ontario Government, 
4 position which he filled with credit to 
himself and benefit to the country. A 
glance at the usual contents of the paper is 
in order, Weeselect one at random {rom 
amongst several at our elbow as we write, 
It bears the date of Friday last.

(From “our own Correspondent. ) 


Kinston, June 22. 
Additional Arrivals—Pleasant Times—Em- 
ployment— Brigade Orders—Drill, &c., 
de. 

The camp ground 
scene yesterday evening. 
busily engaged arranging the interior of 
their tents. Stragglers continued to arrive 
until a Jate hour, Col. Boulton’s cavalry 
and tbe 46th and 67th battalions arrived 
during the evening. Complaints 
freely made by the members of the two 
latter corps, in consequence of the length 
of tinte they were on the Grand Trunk— 
fully twelve kours, The evening passed 
away pleasantly, euch tent being the scene 
ot pleasure and enjoyment. The officers’ 
mess rooms are pleasantly situated and are 
very commodious. What is known as the 
old church, which was used in the good 
ol days gone by, is utilized tor this 
purpose, Each corps has a separate table, 
and judging from appearances the ‘spread’ 
seems to be all that could be desired, 
Temporary sheds have been erected 
adjacent to the church for cooking houses. 
The tents of the staff officers are situated 
in an enclosure close to a fine freestone 
building formerly used by officers and men 
of the Royal Navy, and is now made 
serviceable as a store Louse. The Brigade 
office is close by; in a word, all the con- 
veniences for successfully carrying on the 
duties connected with the camp are to be 
found on the ground, Seen from the city 
the camp presents a fine appearance, The 
mon Can be seen easily moving to and fro, 
and the different styles of uniforms present 
a pleasing variety to the eye. The 15th 
Argyle Light Infantry seemed to me to 
display a good deal of forethought, 
inasmuch as nearly every man in the bat- 
talion bad io his possession a Havelock cap, 
an article most valuable in performing duty 
under a roasting sun, Doubtless they will 
be in general use in a short time. The 
heavy forage cap in such weather as we are 
now enjoying iv quite out of place; it 
affords no protection to the face, and 
allows of no current of air about the head, 
I observed, in going through the camp, a 
number of men with rowdy hats, which I 
must confess are very unmilitary. I 
suppose, however, they had no alternative 
but to bring them, not being in possession 
of anything else. A hair-cutting establish- 
ment has been erected, which will prove a 
profitable speculation. Nothing is more 
unbecoming # soldier than long hair, and 
it is to be hoped that the flowing locks of 
some will be made to succumb to the 
influence of the scissors. This morning the 
suitability of the ground for camp purposes 
was casily te be seen, The water of the 
Iake almost surrounds the place, and here 
hundreds could seen enjoying a 
refresbing bath, while the horses of the 
cavalry and artillery were watered with 
ease and convenience. he first thing I 
observed on entering the camp this morning 
was the 49th boys busily cleaning their 
rifles. Depend upon it that there can be 
no better criterion of the character of a 
soldier than the state of his rifle. If he 
prides in keeping it clean and serviceable, 
his genersl appearance will be what it 
ought to be. Makibg the best uso of the 
short time I had to spare, I walked all over 
the ground. Men were to be seen in every 
position, and engaged in a variety of Ways 
—cleaning boots, brushing hair, busy with 
the pipe clay, and in the many different 
duties of camp life.

The Grand Trunk and its 
Enemies. 


(From the Ottawa Times, June 21st.) 

A few days since a bridge gave way on 
the Great Western Railway, and a train of 
freight cars was precipitated into thestream 
below. Had it been a passenger instead of 
a freight train many lives would have been 
lost. That it was a freight train was a 
Providental circumstance, and the neglect 
on the part of certain officials of the line, 
who ought to have known what was the 
condition of the bridge, was as culpable as 
though a hundred lives had been sacrificed. 
But inasmuch as there is no journal in Can- 
ada specially retained to write down the 
Great Western for the benefitof the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Railroad, no flaming 
editonals appeared denouncing Mr, Muir 
and his management, such as are invariably 
launched at Mr. Brydges’ devoted head 
whenever an accident occurs upon the 
Grand Trunk. 

We are glad that such is the case, for 
although we have not a word to say against 
Mr, Muir, we have no doubt that if any 
public journal possessed of a large olrcula- 
tion were to be devoted to finding fault 
with and criticizing bis management, and 
to exaggerating every accident which 


THE 


occurred upon his line, the reputation of 
the Great Western would suffer very 
materially, and the traffic receipts would 
be considerably lessened in consequence, 
In the interests of Canada and the Great 
Western Railway, therefore, we rejoice to 
know that the American lines which run 
in opposition to the Great Western have 
pot succeeded in subsidizing any journal 
in this country to write down their rival 
and that Mr, Muir has not done anything 
to incur the displeasure of the editor and 
chief proprietor of an unscrupulous 
journal. 

Some time since we might haye wished 
the same thing with regard to the Grand 
Trunk Railway. Actuated by certain mo- 
tives, which we do not care to inquire into 
too closely, but which were certainly any~ 
thing but creditable ones, a leading journal 


had been writing down Mr, Brydges and 
the road over which he presides, until 
people had really come to believe that it 
was a very badly managed concern, and 
thus thousands of dollars which would 
have been spent in this country were di- 
verted to the American roads, which profit- 
ed®greatly by the attacks so persistently 
made upon the Grand Trunk, After a 
while, however, people began to enquire 
what were the wotives which inspired this 
constant persecution of Mr, Brydges and 
his line; statistics showed that for the 
number of miles travelled there were 
fewer lives lost on the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way than upon almost gny other line on 
this continent, important improvements 
were noticed in the condition of the rolling 
stock and the permanent way, yet in spite of 
all thie the journal to which we refer kept up 
ils unceasing attacks upon the road, and 
ita general maneger, They siill gre por- 
severed in, but no one heeds them now ; 
the motiyes which induce them are, for- 
tunately, generally known, Although 
nearly eyery accident which occurra any- 
where along the 1400 mules of road 1 
made the text for an editorial, the pyblio are 
aliye to the fact that in tho fnee of diffi. 
culties which would have daunted moat 
men, My, Brydges and his subordinates 
have worked energetically and efficiently in 
the interests of the shareholders and of the 
public, that the line is in a far better con- 
dition than it ever was before, and that in 
spite of all the efforts of those who haye so 
zealously atriyen to ruin the Grand Trunk 
and to drive trafic from jt on to the Am 

érican roads, its receipts are constantly on 
the ineresse. Accidents will occur, we 
know,on al) rogds, and subordinate officials 
Will of times be jess careful than they ought 
to be; of this fact, the late accident on the 
Great Western affords quite ag striking a 
proot’as does that which took place on the 
Grand Trunk at Napanee. 


A California Sensation,

ments are to be performed, The present drill 
is & great improvement on the last system 
Movementa can now be pertormed with 
greater rapidity, the front of a line changed 
without inversion of companies, and the 
order of a column changed with much less 
than heretofore, It would be very 
desirable if the officers would read up the 
Field Exercises of 1870 while in camp, and 
then they could practically carry out on the 
field the movements as Iaid down therein. 
Bat these remarks apply to the 
majority of the officers, they don’t include all. 
The 49th I noticed, in portorming company 
drill, did so according to the 1870 book, as 
did others. There do not seem to be com- 
petent inetructora attached to all the

An Important Change. 


A change was effected last evening in the 
educational system of the Public and 
High Schools of Belleville, which promises 
to greatly increase their efficiency and lessen 
the expenses ofthe schools. When it be 
came fully known to all the members of the 
Grammar and Common School Boards that 
an amalgamation of the two Boards could 
toke place underthe old Act, and that the

We are without our daily letter from the 
Camp this morning. In place of it we copy 
thé following account ot the Review of the 
troops yesterday afternoon from the News ot 
last evening 

“This afternoon ubout a quarter to three the 
troops began to leaye camp and, take their 
positions ou Barrlefleld common. The North- 
umberland cavalryand the Frontenac squadron 
were the first to leave the camp; they marched 
on the ground with thelr mounted band at 
their head, and afterwards formed line contigu- 
ous to the footpath, next re-formed squadron, 
and took up position on the right.

Their appearance on the 
bridge and crossing the field was very fine, as 
the men marched steadily and correctly, The 
Battalion was not numerically strong, however, 
4 fact no doubt to be accounted for by the un~ 
expected and short notice, and ulso that 
the full drill of most of the men was completed 
last Queen’s birthday.

There grows on the island of Madsgas 
car, says the Manufacfhtrer and Builder, » 
remarkable treecalled by botanists Urania 
Speciosa, Froma solid trunk varying in 
hergbt from ten teet upward,and similar in 
Appearance, though not in nature to that of

the southera palmetto, springs up @ buoch 
of stems, each aboutsixoreight fect long, 
and each supportinga leaf ot the same 
length aod some ten or twenty inches wide, 
The leaves, when dried, form the thatch of 
all the hones on the eastern side ot the 
island, making o perfectly water-proof 
covering, while the stems are used for par- 
titions und sides, The bark of the tree is 
is easily stripped from the interior soft 
parts. For large houses this treeis cat io 
pieces of tweuty or thirty feet long and 
twelve to eighteen inches wide, and the 
entire floor covered with the same, as well 
joined as ordinary timber, The benefits 
derived from this tree are not limited to 
builders only. The green leaves are used 
by traders in place of water proot wrapping 
paper tor packages; by the women for 
table cloths ; and the Iteavy pieces cut out 
of them for plates at meals, while certain 
portions are even formed into drinking 
vesselannd spoons. But the chief pecu- 
liarity of this remarkable tree is, that 
while standing in the forest the stems 
always contain a quantity ot pure fresh 
water, of which travellers and natives 
muke use jn the arid seasons, whea the 
wells aud streams are dry. To obtain it a 
spear is driven a few inches deep in the 
thick end of the stalls, at {ts juncture with 
the tiunk, and then withdrawn, when the 
water flows out abundaptly. As eyery one 
of the twonty, thirty, or forty or more 


stalke can give frofh a pintto a quart of 
water, 4 large amount {8 contained in each 
tree. For this reason itis called by some 
the * travellers’ tree.” .

We are glad to hear that a party of en- 
terprising Canadians intending to leave 
this week, will compete with the Americans 
who, acenting from afar, sre pouring into 
the Saskatchewan country from Brenton 
and other points, It has been’ a tradition 
among miners on the Pacific slope, and 
eastward, that some day, as the sand-bar 
diggings became exhausted, a concerted or 
simultaneous movement would be made 
towards the love country from whence 
sand-bar gold must have floated, and every 
one of that hardy class undoubtingly be~ 
lieve that when the sources of the gold- 
bearing riyers are found, their exceeding 
richness will astonish the oldest among 
them. 

Such no movement has commenced, and 
from al) directions pioneer parties have
